As To Binder Twine 

During the debate in tne House of 
Commons on Friday, July 21st, on the 
resolulions of the Minister of Finance 


to give 2 Bounty of three-cighths of a 
cent a pound op mapilla hemp im- 
ported for the manufacture of binder 
twine. Mr. Oliver spoke as follows;— 

Mr. OLIVFR In view of the long 
discussion on ths subject and the na- 
ture of that discussion, | would re- 
spectfuily suggest to the Minister of 
Finance that he withdraw the reso!u- 
tion. It appears that this resolution 
which is intended to give certain re- 
lief to the Binder twine manufactur- 
ing industry is -mot satisfactory to the 
friends of ethat imdustry who have 
taken a great deal of trouble to show 
that it is not sufficiently far-reach- 
ing. hat beipe the case, and speak- 
ing on bebali of those who use binder 
tiwane I can say that they are not ask- 
ing for any sueh resolution. But the 
discussion has donc good in that our 
friends opposite hawe taken a very de- 
finite stand upon the subject not only 
of the dues on binder twine, but on 
duties generally, and when the next 
election rolls around ‘we, in the North- 
west Territories, cannot be attacked by 
opposition candidates beeause the gov- 
ernment 1s too protective. 

I am no sympathizer with the idea 
which has been put forward repeated- 
ly by the opposstion, that the remedy 
for all possible indusutal and commer- 
cial evils 1s che raising of the tariff. 
It does not make aoy difference what 
the industry is; it does noi make any 
difference what the condition is, the 
remedy proposed m all cases by hon. 
members opposite is to raise the tariff. 
If it is possible to protect every in- 
dusiry and if every industry is pro 
tected, it all comes around that no in 
dustry 1s pretected for all are on the 
sane Tevel. If tboee is protection some- 
body iucust have an advantage and 
somebody must be et a disadvantage. | 
Protection means unfairness; it means 
special advaniag> to some; and unless 


there 1s that special advantages there} 
is no protection. |

These indus- 
tries certainly are eatiiled to all the 
benefit which a revenue tariff can 
give them . Ihe pfarmers, who are 
willing to submit to duties of this 
character, under these circumstances, 
are entitled to compansation of some 
sort; and it was thought well by the 
government, in framing their tariff, to 
give them compensation in free binder 
twine, free barnea wire, free cream 
separators, and for the special advan- 
tage of eastern Canada, free corn. The 
farmers have been given these advan- 
teges, which have been valuable to 
them, and our friends on the other 
side of the House have today determin- 
edly demanded that they be taken 
from them. 

As to the change that the reduction 
of the duty has increased the price of 
binder twine, I do not suppose that 
anybody holds that opmion seriously, 
but I know that it was proclaimed on 
every plaiform occupied by Conserva- 
tive orators throughout the Northwest 
in the late general elections. We have 
had it on the authority of the oppoasi 
tion today that the reason for the in- 
creased price of ‘binder twine was the 
war in ibe Philippines. Because of the 
advance in the price of raw manilla 
caused by that war, the binder twine 
factories were able to pay a dividend 
in one svar of 100 per cent, and in 
another year of 46 per cent. I am told 
that in trvo ‘years they paid 20 per 
cent; and the lowest they have paid 
since 1896 hes been 10 per cent. I 
would like to know what these binder 
twine companies want. They have 
made more profits, from one reason or 
another, in spite of, if not because of, 
the removal of the duty than possibly 
any oiher manufacturing industry in 
this country. Surely this 1s an indus- 
try which, in the first place, it is an 
advantage to the farmer should not be 
protected; and, in the next place, whieh 
may very well hve and thrive without 
protection. 

If the quesuoa is rused as to the 
principle or the theoretical right of 
giving this county that question is 
very easily 2nswered. There are cer- 
tain condiuons existing beyond the 
authority of this country which pro 
duce a certain set of conditions in this 
coun ry: and it is no contravention of 
free trade, or of any other reasonable 
doctrine of government, that ‘action 
may fairly and properly be taken in 
this country by any means possible to 
meet those conditions. It 1s the busi- 
ness of this government, or of any 
government, to see that the various 
industries of the country are no 
placed at am undue disadvantages ber 
cause of the action of other countries 
so far as that is reasonably practical. 
But, for my part, I say that if they 
had noi seen fit to do so, and, if, be- 
cause of that, the binder twine indus- 
try went to pieces al:ogather, it would 
still be better for the country at large 
that we should be able to import our 
binder twine free of duty than that 
this country should be taxed by a duty 
that would raise the price of binder 
twine to the consumer, for the profit 
either of the United States combine or 
the Canadian combine. 

Mr. HEYD. Where does the hon. 
gentleman get his authority for speak- 
ing Of a Canadian combine ?
